“FO U RTEEN POINTS" PEACE

HIGHWAY^SHOULDERS 


If the State Highway Commission 
desires literally to pave the way for 
an almost unanimous vote in Orange 
County for the proposed state high­ 
way bonds, it should waste no time 
In doing some long delayed work on 
the state highway 
between 
Irvine 
and the southern line of the county. 
It seems a long, long time since the 
State Highway Commission first an­ 
nounced that it was going to place 
shoulders along the state highway 
through Orange County. 
Our mem­ 
ory takes us back to the period when 
shouders were laid upon the 
much- 
traveled stretch of highway between 
Santa Ana and Anaheim, and at that 
time we felt assured that within a 
few weeks 
or 
months 
thereafter 
shoulders would be placed southward 
to San Onofre. 
By the way, the placing of the 
shoulders from here to Anaheim was 
an excellent piece of highway work, 
for one can hardly tell the shoulders 
from the pavement. 
After that work 
was 
completed, 
many months went by. 
Great piles 
of rock remained beside the highway 
to the south for a long period until 
such time as money was available for! 
the completion of the job. 
Finally, 
the shoulders were laid from Tustin 
to Irvine. 
Everyone supposed 
that 
they would be continued southward 
Not so. 
When Irvine was reached, 
shoulder construction ceased and so 
far as Orange County is concerned it 
has not yet been taken up again. The 
■boulders along tho Tustin-Irvine sec­ 
tion of highways have not held up 
to the traffic, but they are far pref­ 
erable to no shoulders at all. No one 
would go back to the old condition. 
When one has driven for miles along 
the state highway below Irvine, each 
moment watching the edge of the 
pavement, which is not a foot too 
wide for safety, and comes upon the 
highway this side of Irvine, he draws 
a breath of relief. 
Below Irvine ev­ 
ery driver Is menaced by speeding 
San Diego stages, well-known hogs 
of the road, and by every speeder who 
has not yet the fear of Judge Cox in 
his heart, 
(to the portion of 
the 
highway with shoulders the motorist 
has some show to get away from the 
road hog, but upon the narrow* ghoul- 
derless strip of pavement with 
its 
sharp drop into ditches gouged out 
or washed out beside the pavement 
he must take his chances. 
Last November the Orange County 
grand jury among its recommenda­ 
tions urged the copstruction of shoul­ 
ders along the state highway below* 
Irvine. The matter was taken up by 
the grand jury again in February. 
These efforts were without visible re­ 
sults. 
These shoulders may be of 
minor consequence when considered 
beside greater work that the State 
Highway Commission has in hand, but 
in Orange Countv there is 
nothing 
that the State Highway Commission 
can so quickly turn its hand to that 
will be of consequence in this county. 
as the construction of those shoulders.

has land and mining laws that bear 
heavily on all foreigners, 
including 
Americans. 
To be sure, our own skirts are not 
altogether clear. 
We do discrimin­ 
ate against other nations, especially 
certain groups, including some of our 
best friends in Europe, but we do not 
discriminate against the 
Japanese 
anywhere near so much as the Japs 
themselves 
pretend, and 
certainly 
nowhere near so much as they them­ 
selves 
discriminate 
against 
races 
which seem to stand in their way.

Backed bf the British government, 
the Dominion of Canada is becoming a 
factor in trans-Paeific commerce. The 
trading instrument of England, the 
8iberl©n Supply Company, Ltd., has 
become a Joint British Canadian com­ 
mercial agency for Asiatic Russia. The 
dominion has become a partner in the 
enterprise, sharing, it is understood-, 
With the British 
government 
tfie 
profits. Canada has already 
an or­ 
der in council established a credit of 
11,000,000 with which the Canadian 
Trade Commission at Ottawa is to de­ 
velop commercial relations wpth Siber­ 
ia. 
The Vanadlan Economic Mission in 
Siberia has established itself in Vladi­ 
vostok under the control 
of 
Trade 
Commissioner L. W. WiJgress. Under 
the arrangement with Britain, he will 
supervise the operations of the new 
project so far as Canadian supplies 
are concerned. 
Canada Is Active 
The dominion is well represented in 
Vladivostok at present. Its mission has 
opened Ane offices in Hie central part 
of the city.
